A Task for Everybody 

Mr. de Valera’s speech at Castlebar is 
memorable chiefly for his honourable and 
patriotic reference to our stricken fellow- 
countrymen of Belfast; but its function, 
in essence, was to call attention to our 
own plight. If the North must live from 
now onwards in nightly fear of German 
hombs, this part of the country must faco 
the peril of hunger. A shortage of wheat 
is the greatest danger ; scarcity of fuel is 
the next. The supplies of wheat, tea, 
coal and petrol that are entering the 
twenty-six counties are only a fraction of 
the nation’s needs, and there is no reason 
to assume that they will be any more 
substantial in the months to come. 
courses are possible, Either we can lie 
down and die or we can throw all our 


combined energies into a battle to avert. 


starvation. Nobody doubts which course 
wi be followed, ‘and nobody doubts that 
the result of such an effort of national 
co-operation will be victory. Our 
resources, says the Premier, are ample— 
if we organise and take advantage of 
them in time. The country is ‘‘ ptetty 
short ’’—his phrase, we fear, is an under. 
statement—of winter and spring wheat, 
but the worst effects of the shortage can 
be avoided by the growing of other 
cereals, to the extent of approximately 
two million acres. Those two million 
acres must be planted now if they are to 
be ready in time; and, in addition, there 
must be a very considerable increase in 
the acreage under root crops. This is no 
occasion for dilly-dallying: the nation, 
in respect of its food, is face to face with 
a crisis of a kind that it has not known 
for virtually a hundred years, and people 
cannot be allowed to die because their 
fellow-citizens decline to pull their weight. 
The first duty devolves upon the farmers. 
Nearly all of them have accepted it, and 
have planted the increased acreage which 
has become incumbent upon them by law; 
but there are some who, either through 
natural laziness 
reluctance to 


or through a sullen 
submit to dictation,’ have 
paid no attention, or insufficient attention, 
to the new regulations. We hope that 
no mercy will be shown these men. [If 
ever there was a time when loyal and 
enthusiastic co-operation was necessary, 
this is the time. The farmer who refuses 
to sow his statutory number of acres, or 
feeds wheaten meal and flour to his live- 
stock, is guilty of a crime against the 
nation, and deserves an appropriate 
penalty. If the penalties sanctioned by 
the law are not sufficient to put a stop to 
such behaviour, they can be, and ought 
to be, intensified. 

It remains to be seen by what process 
of ingenuity the shortage of tea will be 
overcome. Solid foodstuffs can be pro- 
duced in abundance from this fertile soil 
of Ireland; and, even if potatoes must 
take the place of bread at a daily meal, 
there need be no fear of actual hunger. 
For tnat matter, there need be no fear of 
cold. Coal is scarce, and threatens to be 
scarcer; but, so long as the bogs exist, it 
ought to be possible to furnish every grate 
with fuel. Already many factories have 
been converted to the use of peat fuel, and 
the intelligence of our men of science will 
be able, surely, to devise a means whereby 
it can serve even more highly specialised 
needs. ‘The first necessity is that the turf 
shall be available. It is there in abund- 
ance—hundreds of thousands of acres of 
it—but it must be cut, and dried, and 
brought to the places where it is needed. 
These operations could provide work for a 
host of men; and, in a country where a 
host of men is unemployed and eager for 
work, there ought to be no shortage of 
labour—if the necessary arrangements are 
made without further delay. Here a duty 
reposes upon the ‘‘ consumer’’—in par- 
ticular, the city-dweller. An end must 
be put to these old-fashioned, largely 
unfounded, complaints against the use of 
turf. It may not be so suitable as coal 
for use in city grates; but the city-dweller 
must face the fact that the greatest war 
in history is raging within a few miles of 
our territory, and that he is mightily 
lucky to obtain any fuel at all—let alone 
a fuel which has kept half the home fires 
of Ireland burning for centuries. The 
city-dweller has yet another duty. He 
must avoid any form of waste, even if he 
is sufficiently well-to-do to afford it. If 
everybody cuts down his consumption of 
bread by even a Jittle, the national supply 
will last so much the longer, and there 
will be so much the less hardship when, 
and if, the real time of testing comes. 
Everybody has a task in these days. If 
a man is not in a position to plant cereals 
or to dig turf, he can assist in the national 
effort, at least, by the avoidance of 
grumbling and by strict obedience to all 
the regulations that are designed to 
conserve the country’s supplies. If a 
bombing air-fleet should visit Dublin, the 
people would learn co-operation in double- 
quick time; the need is no less urgent now, 
when we are face to face with a foe hardly 
less terrible.

At Grips 


For once a week-end has come and gone 
without any “ sensational’’ news from the 
war fronts. The Greco-British line in 
Greece has not been broken; but German 
pressure is terrific, and British head- 
quarters in Cairo admit that the Allied 
forces are withdrawing in good order to 
shorter lines. Two days ago the Greeks 
and British evacuated Mount Olympus, 
on the summit of which, we learn, the 
swastika flag has been hoisted; and the 
Allies’ right wing is retiring gradually 
towards the sea. From the military. point 
of view, the Greek and British troops are 
fighting an almost hopeless battle. The 
odds against them in respect of matériel, 
as well as of men, are stupendous >} for it 
seems that the British did not send a 
land army to Greece until there no longer 
was any doubt of the impending attack 
by the Germans, and that the force that 
they did land, while it might have been 
extremely useful if the Yugoslavs had 
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big enough to cope with the full might of 
the German advance. As we write, it is 
impossible to forecast the results of the 
fighting in Greece. The Greeks them- 
selves are fighting magnificently, .. The 
British and Australasian’ troops seem to 
be, putting up a vigorous defence; and, 
almost for the first time since the present 
war began, the German forces are meet- 
ing opponents at least as good as them- 
selves. Heavy losses are being inflicted 


on the attacking Germans; but it would 


be merely foolish to ignore the fact that 
the collapse of all organised resistance in 
Yugoslavia has transformed the whole | 
situation in the Balkans. It is quite 
possible that Greece may be overrun by 
the Germans, and that the British 
Expeditionary Force may have to be with- 
drawn from the European mainland. This 
possibility was inherent in the military 
position from the start, since it was 
obvious that the Germans never would 
launch an attack agaimst Greece without 
the employment of overwhelming force, 
and that the assistance that could be sent 
by the British in the nature of things 
must be inadequate. The truth is that 
the British High Command found itself 
on the horns of a military dilemma. It 
knew that the Germans had sent powerful 
reinforcements to Libya in order to enable 
the Italians to stage a counter-attack 
after their defeat by General Wavell’s 
Army of the Nile. The despatch of 
British troops from North Africa to Greece 
in any substantial numbers could not but 
weaken the defences at Benghazi, Bardia, 
Tobruk and clsewhere; yet the British 
Government was in honour bound to help 
the Greeks, and seems to have been 
caught, both in Greece and in Libya, on 
the wrong foot. 

Mr. A. V. Alexander, First Lord of 
the British Admiralty, in the course of 
a speech at Tottenham yesterday, casti- 
gated. the ‘‘armchair”’ critics who have 
been accusing the British High Command 
of inefficiency; and he made a reasonably 
good case. The British Navy and the 
Royal Air Force have given invaluable 
help to the Greeks ever since the Italians 
invaded their territory ; and it was largely 
as a result of British assistance that they 
were able to defy the Italian forces for 
so long. There is, however, a vast difference 
between the Italian Army and Marshal 
von Liszt’s Panzer divisions, and, unless 
the British had been prepared to sacrifice 
Egypt altogether, thereby ensuring the 
loss of the Suez Canal: and all that its 


| possession implies, they could not send an 


army to Greece sufficiently strong to with- 
stand the full might of Germany’s 
onslaught. Britain, after all, is not a 
military Power. Her main strength is on 
the sea, and it is on the maintenance of 
her sea-power that she is relying for 
ultimate victory in the present war. The 
Battle of the Atlantic will decide the 
issue in the long run. As we have pointed 
out on several occasions, while the fighting 
in and around the Mediterranean is of 
considerable importance, it must be re- 
garded by the British Government as a 
‘‘side-show.’’ British high strategy is 
concentrated on two things—one, the 
maintenance of a sufficient force in Great 
Britain to repel an attempted invasion by 
the Germans, and the other the safeguard- 
ing of the nation’s sea-borne supplies. 
Both these preoccupations involve the 
possession not only of a Navy that is 
prepared to meet every emergency, but 
also of a powerful and ever-growing Air 
Force. The critical months lie just ahead. 
The Germans will do everything in their 
power to force a military decision before 
the beginning of next winter. If they do 
not try to invade Great Britain, they 
certainly will try to starve her people out. 
The British estimate that, if they can 
hold out during the next four or five 
months, American support will begin to 
give them the upper hand; and, for that 
reason, apart from naval and aerial offen- 
sives, they are concentrating all their 
energies on domestic defence. Mr. 
Alexander told his audience yesterday 
that the number of destroyers at the 
disposal of the Royal Navy is five times 
smaller than that which it had at its 
disposal in 1918. Yet he claimed that 
more than two and a half million tons of 
German and Italian shipping already had 
been captured, destroyed or scuttled. In 
the air no decision seems to be possible. 
British and German cities and towns are 
being bombed with increasing intensity. 
Enormous damage is being done by both 
sides; but the whole business seems to be 
utterly futile. The war will be won and 
lost at sea. It is a race between Germany’s 
submarine and dive-bombers and the 
British Navy, reinforced by American 
supplies. 


Shakespeare’s Birthday 


April 23rd is the day usually accepted 
as Shakespeare’s birthday, and next 
Wednesday will mark the 377th anni- 
versary of the poet’s birth. In England, 
it appears, the people are only beginning, 
as a result of the air raids and the black- 
out, to rediscover Shakespeare’s plays; 
here in Jreland they have never 
entirely forgotten them. The audiences in 
Dublin are unusually fond of Shakes- 
peare’s plays, and any production of 
Shakespeare is sure of good support. 
We have the Gate Theatre Company and 
Lord Longford’s Company, both of which 
perform Shakespeare’s better-known plays 
at regular and slfort intervals; we have 
our own Shakespearian Society which, in 
addition to holding play-readings and 
producing occasional plays, has broadcast 
on at least one occasion; and we are—or 
Were in pre-war days—visited from time 
to time by British touring companies, as, 
for example, Donald Wolfit’s company— 
which sometimes play a week of Shake- 
spearian plays. Whether it is in honour 
of the Bard’s birthday or not, cannot be 
said ; but we seem to be having a feast of 
Shakespeare at the present time. A week 
or two ago Anew McMaster played the 
part of ‘‘Othello”’ for the 1,000th time 
in the Dublin Gate Theatre; this week 
Micheal Macliammoir_ will present 
‘‘Hamlet’’ in modern dress at the Gaiety 
Theatre ; while on Wednesday—the actual 
birthday—Dame Sybil Thorndike “will 
take part in one of the Shakespeare plays 
at a matinée in the same theatre, The | 
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continued their resistance, was not nearly 


production of “ Hamlet’ in modern dress 
occasioned an outburst of criticism when 
hit was first attempted in Dublin about 
two years ago, and, no doubt, will arouse 
the same amount of interest and dis- 
cussion this time. There is much to be 
said for each side of the question. The 
supporters of modern clothes claim that 
such a system brings out the ageless 
quality of the poetry. Shakespeare’s 
plays, they say, are immortal, and to 
produce them in the costume of any par- 
ticular period is to ‘‘date’’ them, and 
gwe them the atmosphere of period pieces. 
On the other hand, there are times when 
even Shakespeare’s plays leave the plane 
of poetry and descend to the level of mere 
drama. At these times, archaic references 
and idioms are inclined to look out of 
place with modern clothes. Whether the 
plays are played in the costumes of one 
period or another hardly would trouble 
William Shakespeare; he would be well 
pleased, no doubt, to know that his plays 
were being produced at all, over three 
centuries after his death.

The Premier added that, with the hope of 
averting such a disaster, he would move the 
adjournment of the House until Tuesday next 
instead of the original motion for adjourn- 
ment until May 2. 

Sir Edward Carson consented to this 
course, on the understanding that the change 
of date should not prejudice his right to move 
the resolution which stood in his name for 
yesterday.

D ‘been discussie in political quarters 
regarding national finance, the query 
being whether the limit in direct taxation 
has been reached, and it is said to be the 
opinion of the Treasury that it has, the 
effective rates of income taxation now 
ranging from one shilling and threepence 
to nineteen shillings and sixpence in 
pound, the new standard rate being nearly 
nine times higher than in 1913-14. The 
British Government is well satisfied, how- 
ever, with the financial strength of the 
country, considering it to be better, all 
things taken into consideration, than 1t 
was during the period 1914-1918, since it 
is able to borrow funds at about a half of 
the cost in the last war. Further efforts 
are to be made to increase the extent of 
the public savings, since the public ex- 
= on unnecessary things is still 
ooked upon as being too high. 


Women M.P.s* “ Prayer ~’ 


There is a tendency for the women 
members of Parliament to act as a body 
irrespective of party considerations, and 
the recent ‘‘all women ” debate on indus- 
trial problems is to be followed soon after 
Parliament reassembles by a “prayer” 
supported by women members of all 
parties for the annulment of the forth- 
coming Ministry of Pensions regulations 
for compensation to civilians injured in 
air raids. By these regulations women are 
granted less compensation than men, and, 
as no amendment by the House of 
Commons is permissible, the only course 
open to the women members is that which 
they propose to take, which will involve 
the rejection of the regulations. There 
are several other points likely to come up 
for discussion upon which the women 
members may act together, and it is 
possible that their influence may have a 
considerable effect upon future legislation. | 


War Damage Insurance 


The form issued by the British Govern- 
ment to householders who wish to insure 
under the private chattels scheme provided 
by the War Damage Act will be dis- 
tributed to the insurance companies in the 
course of the next few days, the scheme 
coming into operation on May Ist. It 
seems that the public is prepared to take 
full advantage of the plan, as it is 
reported that valuers have been extremely 
busy of late in taking inventories of 
household goods and chattels. There are 
not enough valuers to go round, and 
many householders are making their own 
inventories. In assessing damage where 
there is no other evidence of value, fire 
insurance policies will be accepted as 
secondary evidence.

Women on the Land 


The Women’s Land Army has grown 
from a thousand volunteers eighteen 
months ago to nearly ten thousand at the 
present time, and a further expansion 
is now being planned in order that more 
men engaged in agriculture may be 
released for military service. The reserved 
age for men employed on farms is being 
raised to twenty-five, and, though some 
of them may not be called up on account 


of holding ‘‘key positions,’’ it is not. 


intended that there shall be any general 
exemption on account of their employment 
on the land. In these circumstances, 
farmers are urged by the Miuistry of 
Agriculture to draw up their plans for the 
employment of more land girls, and they 
are asked to state without delay the 
number of girls they will require in order 
that the authorities may take steps to 
recruit the necessary number and to pro- 
vide the necessary instruction before they 
are posted to work on the farms. Some time 
ago there were more girls than could be 
employed, but the situation is different 
now, and girls who have drifted into other 
employment are being encouraged to 
return to farm work. Many of those who 
registered yesterday are expected to take 
up work on the land. 


. > 
City’s Open Spaces 

It is proposed that open spaces in 
London where commercial buildings and 
warehouses once stood should be used as 
car parks for those engaged in essential 
duties who travel to town each day by 
car, and who at present have to leave 
their vehicles a long way from the place 
of their employment. Much of tho 
wreckage of bombed buildings has now 
been cleared away, and soon there will be 
some wide open spaces surrounded by 
blocks of offices and business premises 
where people are performing their every- 
day duties, and to whom the vacant sites 
would be useful as car parks. The matter 


is being considered by the authorities, and 


so far the proposal is being regarded with 
favour.

I shall always think of the late Lord 
Stamp, writes a correspondent, as one if 
the few writers of our time who could 
turn from the dry subject of economics 
to belles-lettres and never lose his 
piquancy and brightness of style. 

More so than in any of his addresses 
and essays on financial and kindred 
topics, he will be remembered for his 
writings on educational matters, always 
arresting for the originality of his views, 
and the neat epigrammatic way in which 
he expressed them. With the manifold 
concerns that occupied him, one wonders 
how he found the time to prepare so 
many presidential addresses and write so 
many books. 

The one which is certain to make his 
hame best known all over the English- 
speaking world bears the title, ‘‘ We Live 
and Learn.” As may be divined, its 
subject is education. It is dealt with 
with the thoroughness and experience of 
a man who was largely self-educated, who 
touched life at many angles, and who

They wanted to 
get all the a to realise the grave 
danger resulting from a shortage of 
the food stuffs which in the past were 
got from abroad, and also coal. For 
some time past food normally exported 
had been considerably reduced in 
quantity and tea rationed to an ounce 
per person per week. In the same way 
coal had ceased to come in the same 
quantity as formerly, and at an earlier 
period wheat, and petrol on which 


the country relied so much for tran- 
sport. 


ON OWN RESOURCES 

The truth is, he continued, that we 
are now thrown almost entirely on 
our own resources, and if we are not 
to feel hunger we have got to organise 
them in order to take the fullest ad- 
vantage and ensure that no one goes 
hungry. If we do not realise our 
needs in time we may be too late; if 
we are short of necessary foods in 
July or August they could not pro- 
vide the remedy in these months— 
they would be too late, now was the 
time to prepare. 

The first thing necessary to realise 
was that they had got to produce a 
food supply for a year, and also thé 
seed supply necessary for next year, 
because looking at conditions now pre- 
sented they could not expect the diffi- 
culties to cease a year hence, There- 
fore, they should grow sufficient wheat 
for bread and seed for next year. 
When Winter and Spring wheat was 
rather short they should make up for 
it hy growing other cereals. They 
should do their best now to meet the 
shortage certain to come: the time 
for sowing cereals was rapidly coming 
to an end, and they should take every 
moment in the next week or two to 
make the necessary effort. 


TWO MILLION ACRES 


Two million acres were required as 
they had to make up for the wheat 
hitherto imported from outside coun- 
tries, and the half million tons of cattle 
feeding stufis imported. If they were 
short even after this drive the only 
way they could make up was by grow- 
ing more potatoes, from one acre of 
which they could get twicé as much 
food as from an acre of cereals. 

““Do your utmost to grow cereals— 
wheat, oats, barley and rye. If we are 
short of wheat and have oats we shall 
not starve; we will have porridge and 
oat cake, and if necessary have oats 
as an admixture of wheat for our 
bread. The time for acting in accord- 
ance with that advice is rapidly com- 
ing to a close. If we do not avail our- 
wt Áim of it we may be short. If there 
isa shortage of bread before the harvest 
is ready the situation may be met by 
early potatoes,” he said. 


THE FRONT LINE 


In the economic war the farmers 
were in the first-line trenches; this 
time it was the people of the towns, 
and they looked to the people of the 
country to produce a sufficiency df 
food for all. 

Last year a number of farmers in- 
creased their area under tillage; they 
could not be expected to do it this 
year. There were very many farmers 
doing short of their share. ose 
eople were not doing their duty; they 
had been pressing them to do it, and 
if they failed they would press to have 
the heaviest penalties imposed. It 
was ridiculous to have normal penalties 
imposed for what was really a funda- 
mental crime at this time. 

As far as the Government was con- 
cerned, they would have no sympathy 
or pity for those who did not till the 
obligatory one-fifth. In addition ‘to 
the work of the regular farmers, they 
had tried to get as many allotments 
as possible for people in towns, parti- 
cularly the unemployed and various

efforts of that kind were supplement- 
ing, the regular farming industry. 

assing from the food situation, the 
next most important thing was the 
fuel supply. e amount of coal com- 
ing in was not sufficient, and they 
had got to replace it with turf. Fac- 
tories would have to be kept going, 
and coal coming would be reserved for 
them, and none would be allowed for 
domestic purposes. For the turf pro- 
ducing districts there would be no 
coal, but by taking care they would 
have their situation in their own hands 
and no hardships would be felt. In 
Connaught there could be no excuse 
for a shortage of fuel. They should 
have fuel for their own needs and to 
sell, If there is a coal famine we 
can meet it, because we have supplies of 
turf to replace it. If we double last 
year's turf output the people could be 
certain it would not be left on their 
hands. They were certain of as good 
a market for turf as for food. He 
stressed the need for providing in- 
creased supplies of turf. There was 
danger of scarcity as some towns had 
no bog convenient, and arrangements 
Should be made to provide it. 

An obviously simple way to keep up 
the fuel supply for those in towns who 
could not save their supplies was to 
get the coal merchants to stock turf. 
The merchants should know their dis- 
trict sufficiently well to be able to 
organise their supplies, and distribute 
as they did coal. If that were done, 
the Government could dispense with 
other systems ot organisation. 

In previous years, he said, they tried 
to develop the turf industry and estab- 
lished the Turf Development Board ; 
but they had soon to realise that a very 
inferior quality of turf was sent to 
Dublin and elsewhere. The surest way 
to kill an industry was to supply bad 
a When ple saw, as the 

id in Dublin, that the turf was half 
clay, they refused to buy it, and there 
was a setback to the industry; 
5,800,000 tons of turf were produced 
last year. The largest share of this 
was hand-won, so that what they could 
expect from machinery would be small 
in comparison. The ‘Tort Development 
Board would do its best to market all 
the turf available, and producers need 
not be afraid it would be left on their 
hands. Fifty thousand men working 
continuously during the turf’ season, 
extending from six to ten weeks, would 
be necessary to give the extra required, 
and those engaged in farming should 
be able to put im a good deal of time 
in the bogs. 


PARISH COUNCILS 


Paying a tribute to the work of the 
Parish Councils, An Taoiseach said 
that before their creation he had in 
contemplation the establishment of 
such bodies, knowing the good work 
the old Parish Councils under the 
Congested Districts Board did. They 
were the natural bodies for such work, 
and when normal conditions were re- 
stored they would be in a position to 
discharge valuable functions. The 
Government found that after Tipperary 
had set a headline in the way of 
financing Parish Council effort, the 
others at once fell into line and saw 
how justified the Government was in 
not giving the financial aid many of 
them had asked for. 

Mr. Hugo Flynn, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister for Local 
Government, outlined the turf develop- 
ment scheme that would be operated 
by County Council survey staffs, the 
steps to be taken to use the services of 
the unemployed, and the transport and 
marketing arrangements.

INLAND FISHERIES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—You are doing good work in 
drawing attention to the deplorable 
state of our salmon fisheries. The whole 
of our fishery laws want to be 
thoroughly examined and brought up 
to date. Such laws as there are are 
not enforced; at least in this district. 
The Suir, which was, and should be 
now, one of the finest rivers in Europe, 
is scarcely worth fishing. It is fero- 
ciously netted from its source to the 
sea. One result of overnetting is that, 
while the run of springy fish has 
declined to vanishing point, the run of 
gravid autumn fish of no commercial or 
spcrting value has. 1f anything, in- 
creased. The run of salmon “fry’’ to 
the sea has not noticeably decreased, 
but apparently they are nearly all of 
an autumn running ‘strain. 

Another point that is not generally 
recognised is that the summer level of 
the Suir certainly, and probably of 
other rivers, is falling at an alarming 
rate. This is caused by draining and 
bare hillsides, and in a lesser degree 
to water schemes, This summer level 
can only be restored by a comprehen- 
sive reafforestation. The present plant- 
ing is, 1 fear, totally inadequate. 

So far from 1927 being a peak year, 
though, of course, by far the best of 
recent times, it was in reality 50 per 
cent. below the average for the ten 
years preceding 1887. _ 

The coming of the railways by open- 
ing up a good market for salmon spelt 
the death-knell of our inland fisheries. 

I have often heard of the anti-salmon 
clause in indentures, but I have never 
been able to verify it. It used to be 
talked about on Tyneside.—Yours, etc.,

Members oí the Red Cross Society 
were doing all in their power to afford 
assistance to the large number oí re- 
fugees which were arriving from Del- 
fast, and, while the financial burden 
imposed could not be at present 
estimated, it might safely be assumed 
that it would be of a very heavy 
nature, it is reported in an audited 
statement, showing the receipts and 
disbursements of the ‘Irish Red Cross 
Society for the twenty-one months 
from its inception on July 1, 1939, up 
to March 31, 1941. ioe 

In view of their many obligations, 
the statement continues, the Society 
appeals to the public to continue its 
help either by direct gifts of money 
or by supporting functions organised 
by or on its behalf. 

Over £15,200 was spent by the Red 
Cross Society of Ireland in purchasing 
sixty ambulances, sixteen of which 
are new and of first class type. In 
addition, grants amounting to over 
£7,000 have been made to the Emerg- 
ency Hospitals Supplies Dépét towards 
the purchase of materials for dressings 
and bandages. This sum does not re- 
present the true value of the finished 
products, as the work of thousands 
of voluntary helpers in completing the 
articles has enhanced their value 100 
per cent. A large quantity of equip- 
ment has been distributed to the Army 
and the L.D.F. 

A further £2,100 has been spent on 

beds and stretchers, and several thou- 
sand pounds worth of orders has been 
placed for First Aid equipment. 
_ Proceeds of the Sweepstakes 
amounted to £46,868 14s. 8d., and this 
figure represents 61.3 per cent. of the 
total receipts of the Society. Although 
the liquid resources of the Society 
amount to £16,53317s., it will be noted 
that when the liabilities have been 
paid the Society will be faced with a 
deficit of over £400.
